Staying their visas,”she added. 

Galedo said the detention center will only 
exacerbate an alreadyIepressive situation for 
Asian and Latino immigrants. “If a person is 
detained atthe centerhe won thave access to 
the kind of legal help he needs” she said. 
Galedo said she prefers to see undocumented 
immigrants released on their Own Tecogni- 
zancesothattheycanseekouttheappropriate 
legal and Social services. 

The lawsuit，which caps a three-month 
effortby the civilrights organizations to halt 
the construction of the detention facility， 
claims the Oakland City Council violated its 
“city of refuge”resolution when it approyed 
the facility. The resolution，passed unani- 
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mously by the Oakland City Council in 1986， 
prohibitsall cityemployees from coOoperating 
with INSagents in detaining,investigating,Or 
arresting refugees from El Salvador, Guate- 
mala, Hait, and South Africa. If deported， 
many of these refugees face possible torture 
and death in their native lands，immigrant 
Tights advocates Said. 

The suitalso charges the City Council with 
Violating stateopen meeting ljawSswhenit se- 
verely restricted”the opportunity Of oppo- 
nents from addressing the councii at a March 
7 public hearing on the proposed center and 
“mijsled” them at an April 23 hearing. 

During the April 25 hearing, according to 
the lawsuit, the council tabled four resolu- 
tions related to the detention facility and 


movedontootheragendaitems,leadingmany 
Opponents toleave the chambers because they 
believed the INS matter had been postponed 
until furthernotice. The council,however,re- 
sumed its discussion of the proposed ljand use 
permit after arecess and approved the facility 
without giving Opponents a chance to Speak， 
the Suilt Said. 

The suit further alleges that the City never 
conducted an Environmental Impact Report 
asrequiredbylaw,andthatthebulldingofthe 
detention center ls inconsistent with 
Oakland's preliminary redevelopment plan 
forWestOakland whichdesignatestheareaof 
the proposed facility as an industrial zone.

A quarantine alert is in effect until No- 
vember for the mussels, whlich may contain a 
toxic Substance thatcan causeparalytic shell- 
fish poisoning (PSP). According to the San 
Franclsco Bay AreaRegional Poison Control 
Center, eating the poisoned mussels can re- 
Sult in Severe illness and, in SOme cases, be 
fatal. All Species of mussels can contain the 
toxin, health offlicials Said.

Moreandmoreemployers are forcing their 
WoOrkers to Speak only English on the job 一 
atrend civilrights advocates Say points to the 
Fising anti-immilgrant and anti-Asian Senti- 
Inent in California. 

9Sincethepassage ofProp 63 twoyears ago， 
Which made English the official state lan- 
guage，civil Tights attorneys Teport that 3 
Spate of “English-only” rules have appeared 
in Workplaces where large numbers of Asian 
immigrants，particularly Filipinos，are em- 
ployed.Thepolicies,they contend,are partof 
agrowingbacklashagainstFilipinoandother 
Asian immigrants who have been Swelling 
the workforce in recent yearS. 

“These rules have become 3 weapon 
against cultural diversity” salid ACLU of 
Southern California attorney Robin Toma， 
“They intentionally fuel the misconception 
that bjlingual employees who speak in non- 
English languages at work do so in order to 
deceive others，when the reality is that it 1S 
SpOKken because, frankly, lt is more Comfort- 
able for them ... 

Employers enforce the policies,both writ- 
tenandunwritten, through verbalreprimands 
andnegative written evaluations placed in an 
employee"s perSonnel file, Filijpino Workers 
in Los Angeles and San Francisco have 
complained of being harassed on the job by 
other employees for speaking Tagalog infor- 
mally with co-workers and on thephone with 
friends. 

Asian civil Tights attorneys in 9an Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles have joined with dis- 
gruntled workers and union officials in Suc- 
cessfully challenging and overturning Eng- 
lish-only workplace rules. 

In San Francisco, 10 UCSF hospital work- 
ers and their union，AFSCME Council 10， 
Iepresentcd by the ACLU-Northem Califor- 
niaandMALDEF (Mexican AmericanLegal 
Defense and Education Fund) filed discrimi- 
nation charges with the Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission (EEOC) seeking to 
abolish an English-only rule (E/ 玉 7/6). The 
personnelrule,postedprominently in several 
departments in the hospital, prohibited em- 
ployees from speaking alanguage other than 
English on the job，except during lunch 
breaksorwhen acting astranslators.Thecase 
resulted in theadoptionbyUCSFofa written 
policy denouncing Such prohibitions and the 
removal ofall negative evaluations related to 
the Speaking of Tagalog and Spanish from 
WOTkers files. 

Filipino employees imn the San FrancisCco 
Adult Probation Department have been wag- 
ing a Similar battle this past year against 3 
written policy prohibiting them from Speak- 
ingTagalog,accordingtoJacquelineAgtuca， 
coordinatorof Filipinos forEqualRights.She 
said that chief adult probation officer Arlene 
Sauserissued a memo May 11 to all Filipino 
staff in the department Stating that it was 3 
civil service policy to require employees to 
Speak English at 3ll times， 

One employee，Fidel Del Rosario，re- 
ceived an individual.letter from Sauser On 
that same day admonishing him for not 
complying with the English-only policy.One 
of his co-workers mistakenly thought Del 
Rosario was talking aboutherin Tagalog and 
complained to their Supervisor Said Agtuca， 


Outraged Filipino activists brought the 
case to Mayor Agnos' attention and Edwin 
Lee, head of the city's recently established 
WwWhistleblower program, negotiated aresolu- 
tion to the Situation。， As a result of Lee's 
interventuon，Sauser isSsued a memo June 23 
to all adult probation Staff clarifying the 
department's on-the-job language policy. 

In the memo, She wrote:“The Department 
does notrequire lts employees to Speak Eng- 
lish whileatwork.Employees may speak any 
language they choose，however，they are 
requiredto speakEnglish whenthe workthey 
are dojng neceSSitates it.” 

The issue Of “business necessity”s 3 
thorny one, Said Agtuca. While federal regu- 
lations allow employers to apply an English- 
only rule when business needs necessitate it 
she said Sauser did not specify in what work 
Situations employees cannot Speak Tagalog. 
Employees are“Sstill confused about their 
rights”and have asked Lee to help clarify 
Sausers memo, Agtuca Said. 

In Los Angeles, an English-only rule in a 
private Pomona hospital has left many Filip- 
ina nurses demoralized and suspicious of 
their co-workers, Said Kathryn Imahara, an 
attormey with the Asian Pacific American 
Legal Center of Southern California 
(APALC), “Manyofthe [Filipina] nurses felt 
like the other nurses [who did not :speak 
Tagalog] werespyingonthem.Theysaidthat 
when they'”re talking on the phone with fam- 
ily members in Tagalog they whisper and 
look over their shoulder,”Imahara Salid. 

“It"simposSibleto function as acompetent 
nurse in this kind of intimidating atmos- 
phere，she added. 

Nursing Supervisors at Pomona Valley 
Community Hospital's Maternity/Child 
Services Unit verbally forbade nurses from 
speaking Tagalog at all times, including on 
breaks and when making personal phone 
calls.Thepolicydidnotprohibitthe speaking 
ofotherforeignlanguages,Suchas Spanish or 
Korean,， which are also used in the unit 3ac- 
cording to Imahara. 

Along with theACLU of Southern Califor- 
nia, APALC filed a lawsuit with the federal 
district court July 18 charging the Private 
hospital with violating the 1964 Civil Rights 
Act and the EEOC National Origins Guide- 
lines, by the imposition of its English-only 
rulein April1988: Thetwocivilrights groupS 
filed a similar complaint against Executive 
Life Insurance Company in January which 
iesulted in the withdrawal of an restrictive 
language policy aimed at Asian and Latino 
employees， 

Agtuca, who has received numerous com- 
plaints from San Francisco employees about 
English-only rules in various city depart- 
ments, Said she sees a“long battle" ahead in 
theStruggle to abolish these policies， 

“Our job is thatmuchharder these days， 
agreesImahara “becauseemployerdiscrimi- 
nation is just more Covert and Subtle now， 
Employers may not Say racist Or derogatory 
things anymore，but their actions are the 
Sarme.” 1 

Civil rights activists like Agtuca and Ima- 
harafeelthatuntilthereisarealacceptanceof 
racialandcultural diversity in the workplace， 
covert and overt English-onljy policies w 训 
persist. To facilitate this process，Filipino 
activists in San Francisco are Urging Mayor 
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Agnos to jssue 83 “Mayors Proclamation on 
Behalf of Cultural Diversity”which would 
state the city"s stand against English-only 
policies. Such a proclamation, according to 
attorney Robert Gnaizda, one of its authors，

Taiwan Pavilion In the

SAN FRANCISCO - The “Tale of the 
Taiwan Pavilion”just gets curiouser and 
curiouser.。 Donated to San Franclsco by 
Sister city Taipeli in 1981, the pavilion has 
been the object of more controversy and 
newsprint than any other gift to the city in 
TeCent yearS， 

The latest brouhaha involves a donation 
Of $35,250 to _ get the pavilion repaired. 
Actually it's not the donation itself that s 
the problem，but that it was collected by 
businessman Pius Lee and not SF-Taipeli 
Sister City Commijttee chatrman LI Wa. 

Li was Upset because he had originally 
been promised the money by Taipel offi- 
cials，Jnstead，Hugh O"Young，head of 
Taiwan's diplomatic mission here until a 
few weeks ago, gave the money to a newly 
formed group called Friends of the Golden 
Gate Pavilion,:headed by realtor Pius Lee， 
attorneyArmoldChin andbankerJerry Lee. 

Li took his complaint to the Chinese 
press,，claiming he had helped raised the 
funds frombusinessmen in Taiwan and that

he had assumed the money would then be 
given to the Sister city committee， 

Ironically，Li took over the chairman- 
ship of the commilttee last July after his 
immediate successor, realtor Benny Yee， 
left under criticism for having Spent 
$36,000 on things like lavish dinners for 
Taiwanofficials. Yeehad originallyraised 
the money from the SF Chinese commu- 
nitypresumablytorepairthepavilion (天 /到 
7/7/88)， At that time attorney Chin，as 
president of the Yeong Wo District Asso- 
ciation, demanded a refund of his group S 
$1,000 donation and demanded that the 
city investigate the alleged “breach of 
public trust.”

Doing The Right Thing 


Racism as it Telates to tennils Star Michael 
Chang and as it's seen through the cinematic 
camera lens by a young African American 
flmmaker are on my mind this week.

Sional circuitlastyearasa 16-ycar-old. Inthe 
tennis world,however,his burgeoning career 
has taken aback seat to the more flamboyant 
AndreAgassi, 史 ho"sayearolderthanChang. 
Butlately, Chang has outshone Agassi, who 
Skipped the prestigious Wimbledon tourna- 
ment for the second year in 3 rOw. 

Chang，meanwhile，on the basis of his 
French Open win, drew added attention at 
Wimbledon, where he played creditably, but 
didn'tmake itbeyond the fourth round of the 
ulumate Seven-round tournament， 

His luster as an emerging Star WasSn' 
dmmed by his Wimbledon perftormance，. 
Tennis analysts Sec a _ bright future for the 
young ChineseAmerican, whose Strengths as 
a tennis player are his qulcknesS, Persever- 
ance and keen mind for thc game. 

In the American Sports media coverage of 
Chang - Ihaven'tseen all the local coverage 
in Southerm California，where he makcs his 
home with his parents -了 ve noticed a virtual 
absence of racial identity，which, in Ameri- 
canracial pojliticalterms,is Progress. Mostof 
the references to him have been either his 
name oras an American.Afew articles have 
mcnuoncd his ethnic background, but never 
in a pcjorative or mocking way. 

Leave it to the French and British press to 
invoke racial epithets about Chang's racial 
heritage. 

Tve not seen Specific examples of Bmitish 
press racism，but a New To Tesy Sports 
columnist had this to Say after Chang lost at 
Wimbledon: “Inthefuture,itishoped British 
and French papers will avolid the Jokes and 
puns,noneofthem worthrepeating,abouthis 
Oricntal heritage.” 

Sporty Justrated provided a Summary of 
how Some French newSspapers Tegarded 


Chang whenhe wasplaying heFrench Open， 

In his match against Ivan Lendl，Chang 
Suffered from leg cramps and used, among 
other unorthodox Strokes，an underhand 
Serve to Surprise Lendl. Sport TUStrated 
Said,“Chang's tactics did not pass without 
furor,however...aformerplayerwas quoted 
in ZEqgwpe，the French Sports daily，as 
doubting the Severity Of Chang's cramps.I 
do not agree with 由 at ”Said one French 
journalist “Butknowing the vicious Oriental 
mind . ..”

The per-country Set-off means that for each country, the 
namber of visas for family preferences (brothers and sisters) 
couldbecutupto 50 percentif the numbers in theimmediate 
relatives categories (Spouses and minor children) exceed the 
overall per-country quota. 

Because mostof the applicants forthe family preferences 
Visas come from Asian and Latino countries, immigration 
Tights advocates still view the bill as discriminatory， 

“The set-offs are directed at groups which have suffered 
years of harassment by immalgration officials and resemble 
the infamous Asian exclusion ljaws,”said the CIJ's statement 
following the bill's passage.“AnadequateTremedy to reduce 
the enormous waiting lists created by these laws has never 
been seriously considered by Congress.…” 

Melinda Yee, executive director of the OFrganization of 
Chinese Americans (OCA) in Washington，DC, said the 
contingent of concerned Bay Area Asian American lawyers， 
community leaders and political activists who went to the 
capital last weektoexpress their concerns directly to senators 
helped a greatdealinpersuading thelegislators to make some 
crucial changes to the original bill. 

“Itwastotally differentfrom the discussions in the Senate 
the last time,”Yee Said, referring to the immigration bill 
passedin theSenatelastyearf“The debate onthe Senate floor 
Was really emotional.” 

She said even Sen. Alan Simpson (R-Wyo.), who unsuc- 
cessfully proposed an amendment to reinsert the English- 
languageabilityclauseintothebill,acknowledgedthelobby- 
ing efforts of the Asian American community.

Those Same groups，howevyer, are not resting on their 
laurels.“We need to keep the momentum going,”Chinese 
Citizens Alliance executive director Yvonne Lee told a gath- 
ering of CIJ members at Cameron House on Tuesday. 

“We need to keep talking to legislators and letting them 
know our position.If we stop now, well haveto start all over 
again with thehouse,”shesaid.TheHouseofRepresentatives 
will debate the immigration issue this fall. 


OCAnationalpresidentFrankLiu said“Along with other 


Asianandethnic minorityleaders acrossthecountry, wemnust 
continueto fightforcomprehensive andequitable legislation 
that will be approved by the House of Representatives, the 
Senate/House Conference Committee, and President Bush. 
This is a great victory for immigrant communities, and We 


Imustwork closely in coalition to develop a solid legal immi- 


gralion policy that will remain intact for at least another 20 
yearSs.” 

BothOCAand CI continue to opposethe Senatebil and 
plan to lobby legislators until undesirable aspects of the bil 
are removed. Besides the set-off provision, they also oppose 
an amendmenttacked on the bill that excludes illegal aliens 
from the 1990 census. 

The exclusion will have a severe impact on the size of 
congressionaldelegationsandtheamountoffederalaid avall- 
abletostates,especially California, which has ahighconcen- 
tration of illegal aliens: 

The Chinese students amendment also has Asian Ameri- 
cans worried because it lumps an important issue together 
with a still-controversial bill. 

“We think they are Separate issues,” Said CIJ'S Young. 
“We firmly believe in giving students the maximum options 
available. But we think it is wrong to force us to choose 
between reuniting our families and helping the students… 

Although the Senate voted quickly and unanimously for 
the amendment the bill in total will take more than a year to 
approve, thus delaying any immediate aid to the students. 

“The Chinese students cannot take that long. They need 
immediate action,”said Young. CIJJ would rather have the 
congressional supportfor similar House and Senate bills that 


address the same issues instead of the Chinese Students 
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amendment now tacked on to the Senate's immigration bill. 

A more favorable immigration bill is the one introduced 
by Congressman Howard Berman (D-LA) in the House. HR 
672addresses Several concernsnottakenup in the Senatebil. 

The Berman bill would: 

*addimmediaterelatives ofpermanentresidentstothelist 
of immigrants who are not Subject to an annual cap, thus 
treating them like immediate relatives of US citzens; 

”increase the ceiling on visas under family preference 
categories; 

"increase by 10 percent the per-country ceilings;

House hearings are expected to begin in the fall with 
passage anticipated foreitherlate this year or early next year. 
After reconciling differences between the Senate and House 
versions,the House-Senate bjll will be sentto President Bush 
for final approval.

Going on thisfour weektrip was the fulfill- 
ment of alifelong dream. When the doors of 
China were opened in 1972, I had hoped of 
one day visiting the country of my ancestors. 
Littue didIknow thatduringthecourseofthis 
month-long trp,Iwould witness and particl- 
pate in a major historical event. During my 
eight days in Beljing, Italked to the city S 
people 一 graduates of Beijing University， 
college professors, Students, office workers. 
Asluck would havelitIwasabletobeinthe 
general area around Tian anmen Square for 
most of my visit to Beijing. 

As 工 approached the square，I looked 
around for a good vantage point and walked 
around the area near the entrance to the For- 
bidden City directly across from Tian anmen 
Square. 工 was armed "with my camera and 
began to take pictures of people in the area. 
FromthevantagepointnearChairman Mao S 
giant portrait, I watched the parade of the 
common citizens march by， Many of thecse 
Citizens came to Show their Support for the 
movement,， Some came to watch. Everyone 
seemed to want to be there; many had their 
Pictures taken at the Square. 

On this day, the first day of martial law， 
there must have been easlly 800,000 people 
clustered in and around Tian' anmen Square. 
Martial law didn't scare any of the people 
away.Itonly caused more and more to come 
to Tian anmen 9quare. 

Thousands of students were parading Up 
and down Changan Avenue, marching be- 
hind their school banners. Some were riding 
inthebacksoftrucks drivenby workers.Inall 
cases,they wereholdinguplargebanners and 
Signs,andflashing the “V forvictory. Truck 
drivers honked theirhorns, and the blicyclists 
rang their bicycle bells. Many had taken the 
dav of to go to Tian'anmen Square toO Show 
their SUDPOTt. 

The atmosphere was like that of a large 
festival or what we in the Bay Area experi- 
enced recently when the49ers won the Super 
Bowl.Everybody wanted to be there, to par- 
ticipate in the Spirit of the movement. They 
wanted to Share and touch the feeling of 
democracy. 

AsanoverseasChineseAmericanbornand 
Taised in San Francisco, Ifelt great pride as 
watched the events at Tian anmen Square. 工 
had the same feel gz when I first arrived in 
Taipeiin 1974 and saw thousands ofChinese. 

Iwas excited. Itwaseasytocatch the Spirit 
of the movement. I have always felt that the 
pride we feel as Chinese Americans 1S COn- 
ncected with the strength and influence of 
China 一 and how the Western world per- 
ceivcs China. As China grows Stronger, this 
Strength is reflected upon her people. 


Whenever, the trucks passed by, my Chi- 
nesecompanion would raise his arm with his 
“V"”-Shaped fingers and thrust it into the air， 
waving it to and fro, as were thousands of 
other people. Among the chanting and slo- 
gans，were voices calling for leaders Deng 
Xiaoping, Li Peng and Yang Shangqun to 
Step down. The voices Singing in the air were 
crying fordialogue,democracy and freedom. 

Anhourlater,two militaryhelicoptersflew

down Changan Avcnue from the east The 
cliizens, who had originally thought the hcli- 
Coptcrs were expressing Support now Shook 
theirr fists and jcered atthe helicopters as they 
flew overhead. They circled and buzzed the 
Square Several timcs. 

The government had declared martial ]aw. 
The students were to Stop the “turmoil and 
pcaccfully depart Tiananmen Square A 
female voice boomed over loudspeakers 
hung high above the light poles around the 
Square. The voice repeatedly called on the 
students to Stop the turmoil and for all ciu- 
Zens to depart the area. Buteveryone Seemed 
relaxed. At no tme did I or anyone near me 
Seem to feel any danger. 

AtmidnightMay20,onthe waybacktoour 
hotel, Inoticed thatthe large intersections on 
Dongsanhuan Norlth Boulevard were ren- 
dered almost unpassable by several elght- 
wheel trailer trucks and double-sectioned 
public buses blocking all of the intersections 
downthe boulevard. Thisavenuealsolead to 
Changan Avenue.From thatevening on,each 
ofthemain boulevards leading into Chbangan 
were blocked o 信 . 

For the next Several days; the citizens of 
Beijing gathered everyevening on themajor 


throughfares of the city leading toward 
Tian' anmenSdquare.Asthecitizensmingled， 
they engaged in major discussions Concern- 
ing the events ofthe day. The grapevine and 
rumormil bustled with news ofthePeople's 
Liberation Army (PLA) entering the city and 
how the citizens would haveto formaunited 
front to prevent or delay their entry. The 
Beijing citizens believed:the PLA was the 
people's army and would never harm the 
people. Once the PLA understood the truth 
behind the Student s democracy movement， 
the army wouldsupporttheircause,they said. 
They only feared that the troops would come 
from a distant area and not know about the 
cause of the movement The citizens knew 
that Several generals at the Beijing army 
garrison had vocalized popular Support for 
the citizens of the city. 

The nextevening,Ivisited one of the road 
blocks on Dongsanhuan Avenue.Iwanted to 


hear firsthand what toplics and conccrmns the 
citizens of Beljing werc discussing. Istayed 
for two hours. There were about 2,500 to 
3,000 people of all ages. Young and old 
mingled at each of the four intersections，. 
Several public buses had been Stratcgically 
placedtoblockthecenterofthe strcetthatled 
directly into Changan Avenue. Along with

Information cameonanhourly basis. Each 
andeverynew announcement was readaloud 
to the thousands of people gathered around 
the intersections: And each new blt of infor- 
mation was another cause for discussion. 
This news would float from group to group 
where new discussions and viewpoints 
would start Talk centered around topics Such 
asstoppingthe militarytroops,theloveofthe 
People's Army forthe people, Corruption of 
government officials，Support for the Stu- 
dents,frecedom,and whatwouldhappeninthe 
evcnt of a crackdown. 

People walked from group to group listen- 
ing to the different viewpoints. In the warm 
evening，the citizcns of Bcljing let thcir 
thoughts and thcir emotions hang out. I had : 
never Seen anything like this beforc. 

The Six-lane intersection was Complctely 
jammed with people. Cars and trucks had to 
drive Slowly through the crowd. As thc ve- 
hicles inched forward the crowd parted and 
then quickly pressed back togcther as Lhey 
looked into each car LO chcck for military 
personncl. Drivers were askcd if they could 
providerides for students neceding lotravclto 
another decstination.

The 
Students were patriouc and wanted a stronger 
and modern China. They only wanted an 
improvement of the existing System 一 One 
that would recognize basic human Tights. 

ASsIwatched theteleviscd aftermath of the 
June 4th Beijing Massacre，I recognized 
many of the Beijing Street SceneSs. 3Cenes 
which are now etched in my mind. Streets 
where Ihad walked several days earlier were 
noOw the scenes of violent acts of savagery. 

Today in Beijing the citizens know the 
truth.Butin theruralcountryside,the citizens 
still believe the People's Army loves 由 he 
people and would not harm them. The gov- 
ermmentis invoking their version of the truth 
through their control of the electronic and 
print media. 

As of three weeks ago, all of the people 
whomImetin China are safe from the crack- 
down .. .for now. 

For several brief weeks，the people of 
China sharedand feltthe spiritofdemocracy.

Surely touch again. As an Overseas Chinese- 
American, I hope to see that day. If noty my 
children willrealize the dream. The hopes of 
China exist in the souls of the China's 
younger generation 一 and in all of us.

On July 14, Li Zisong, the publisher and 
chairman of the board of Wen Wei Po,issued 
an announcement Saying that he had dis- 
missed Chen Bojian, the deputy publisher of 
the paper. 

Li, 78, workedfor Wen Wei Poforthepast 
40 years and has Supported the 咒 inese 
Communist Party for 60 years. He ls a com- 
mittee member of the Chinese People's Po- 
litcal Consultative Conference of the Chi- 
nese Communist Party. During the protest in 
Beijing,LiZisong published many editorials 
that were pro-Sstudent and anti-governmentb 
contrary to_ his previous _ writings，which 
always espoused the positon of the Chinese 
Communist Party. 

Chen Bojlan was hired as the deputy pub- 
lisher of Wen 丈 ei Po after he retired as 
publisher of the government-controlled 
Xionghua News Agency in Hong Kong. 

On the morning of July 15, Zhang Junsh- 
eng, the currentdeputy publisher of Xinghua 
NewsAgency, declared thatXinghua, which 
is the defacto representative of the Chinese 
government, dismissed Li Zisong from his 
position at 灵 en Wei Po. 

That afternoon, Li Zisong lssued a second 
announcementclaiming thathe had been dis- 
Imissed illegally. Li intends to take legal ac- 
tion against Chen and Zhang even though he 
believes he probably will not win because of 
their positions in the Chinese govermnment.
